Question Raised Prior to Drive 
by Leaders Themselves 
Is Being Answered 


A large share of the funds to be 
raised during the Red Cross Roll 
Call drive beginning next Monday, 
Oct. 1 will be used to continue the 
relief given the hundred or more 
civilians and soldiers of Bismarck 
and Burleigh county, and to provide 
a fund for the many new cases which 
will arise during the cold winter 
w inter months. 
* 
The work which has been accom­ 
plished by the social worker during 
the past five months will indicate 
something of the work of the future. 
Forty-four cases requiring reiief 
in Bismarck have been handled while 
86 soldier cases jiave been handled. 
Most of the relief cases in Bismarck 
is 
that of families which not in­ 
frequently a widow and eight or ten 
children or a couple with a large 
family with a husband disinclined to 
work, ill, or unable to furnish suf­ 
ficient means of taking care of a 
large family. 
About $445 a month has been spent 
by the city, the county, and the Reid 
Cross in raring for these 44 cases in 
Bismarck although only a small por­ 
tion of them require financial relief. 
But by employing the services of 
an efficient and trained social worker 
who has investigated the reason the 
various fam ilies'w ere unable to sup­ 
port themselves, she was able to ad- 
lise and aid them so th at they could 
again become a self supporting unit. 
Relatives of some of 
the 
families 
were found who were willing to con­ 
tribute to their support. 
In some 
instances homes with relatives for 
an old lady or old man who were un­ 
able to 
s u ^ o r t 
themselves 
were 
found. 
As a result of this work, in 
many instances months and even a 
year or two was 
spent to 
acgotn-^ 
plish 
it, 
a 
considerable 
amoufit 
of the expense to the city was cut 
and the family in 
many 
instances 
placed in more happy circumstances. 
Friendly W ort Helps 
The relief given in many 
cases, 
.was simply that of advice by the so­ 
cial worker, or assistance in obtain­ 
ing employment or 
new 
surround­ 
ings for II family that in some way 
had been disrupted. 
A number of 
delinquencies among the-young peo­ 
ple of the city arc constantly being 
eared for by the Rod Cross. 
Of the 86 
soldier 
cases 
which 
have received the attention of the 
social worker 52 have already been 
closed, cither by the man receiving 
claims, or a bonus as a result of the 
intelligent leadership and direction 
of the social worker. 
In some in- 
Kliince.s the soldier and his family re­ 
quired financial relief while waiting 
for their compensation for the soldier 
who arc attem pting to obtain claims* 
because of disabilities, Whi(h 
inca­ 
pacitated them for work. The closed 
cases may be reopened at any time 
aiqj the 32 active cases are being 
Iiroseciited.

While these figures are but for 
the past five months,—the 
season 
during w hichH cast demand is made 
upon social agencies,—the 
coming 
w inter will bring many new cases in 
which fibancial relief are necessary 
To give financial relief and con­ 
tinue their 
wonderful 
work of re­ 
habilitation 
of 
families 
the 
Red 
Cross is asking for a generous re­ 
sponse during their Roll Call. Prac­ 
tically all the money will be used in 
continuing civilian relief. But a ve»y 
small amount will be used to defray 
the overhead expenses of the office.

Fixed at $50 a Year by the 
Schofd Board, Dividing

Tuition to pupils from outside the 
city attending the Bismarrk grade 
schools has been placed on a fifty- 
fifty basis by the local school board. 
The finance records of the Bis- 
riiarck board shows

about $100 per pupil to maintain the 
Bismarck schools each years. 
The

body was carried from the hog wal- 
low by Furst and Cart and placed in 
the rear of the car. Mallinger drove 
the team, Pnrat guided the car, Carl 
sat in the rear Mat of the car with 
the body and Fred rode in the buggy. 
They drove west on an east and west 
county road to within a halt-m'le of 
the Mallmger place. They then turn- 
ed north to the Clay eoonty line, 
drove west on the line for three- 
quarters of a mile until they came 
to"'a pasture fence about 40 rods long. 
They drove along this fence, west 
uronnd the end and then n»rth across 
the field, which was being plowed. 
Two wheels of the car were in a fur- 
row and the other two on stubble 
land. They drove but a short dis- 
tance into the field from the fence. 


Grave Hastily Dag. 
The grave was dug with two 


shovels secured from Carl Harwitz 
place by Fnrst and Carl, east of the 
car in the plowed portion of the field.

Shaft at Pawnee 
Rock Marks Route 
Of Pioneers in West 


Topeka, Kan., Sept. 27.—In their 
campaign to place permanent mark­ 
ers along the routes of the pioneer 
wagon traina through Kansas, the 
women’s 
organisations 
of 
Kansas 
aelected as the site for the most ela­ 
borate monument of all, the historic 
Pawnee Rock. 
It was here, histor­ 
ians declare, that the most bloody 
battle» with Indians occurred in the 
old days of the Santa Fe Trail, which 
passes within a quarter of a qiilc 
of the rocky eminence. 
' 
On the crest of the outcroppinjc of 
reddieh, volcanic rock which. served 
as a natural look-out for the Pawnee 
In4ians in their last stand against 
the whites’ invasion, a granite shaft, 
40 feet in height, has been erected. 
In bold lettering at the base are t)\e 
words "Pawnee Rock” and just abo^ 
is an immense buffalo 
head, 
en­ 
graved in relief o'n the shaft, and 
the inscription: 
“In honor of the brave men and 
women, who passing over the 
Old 
Santa Fe Trail endured the 
hate- 
■hips of frontier life and blazed the 
jiath of e,iviIisatio(i for posterity.” 
It was through the efforts of wo­ 
men’s organisations that a t^ c t of 
about five acres whs donated to the 
State as a park by Benjamin P. Un- 
ruh, in 1908. ffear by year these or­
